Parents Claim

Wilful violation of the dead 


body of a nine-year-old boy is 
charged in a civil suit for 
$5,000 filed today with Cir- 
cuit Clerk John O. Shaulis 
against Dr. John Maloney, 
Princeton 
pathologist, and 


Robert Preston, Lee county 
coroner. 


Mr. and Mrs. Fate, LaRoy, 


Bloomington, charge that Dr. 
Maloney and Preston exceed- 
ed their legal right and au- 
thority in the autopsy per- 
formed on the body of Ken- 
neth LaRoy, 9, who died April 
11 at the Dixon state hospital 
under mysterious circum- 
stances. 


As the result of the autopsy and 


inquest Alex Lambcrsky, 23, hos- 
pital patient was held for man- 
slaughter in the alleged strangu- 
lation death 
of the boy. The 


grand jury 
indictment against 


Lambersky later was overruled by 
Circuit Judge George C. Dixon on

Before Inquest 


In the suit Mr. and Mrs LaRoy 


charge that Preston ordered the 
autopsy before the inquest con- 
vened and without consent of the 
parents nnd against their wishes. 


Thev charge also that a ques- 


tionnaire was on file at the Dixon 
state hospital which did not grant 
consent for an autopsy in event of 
death. Another charge is that the 
autopsy was too extensive. 


In addition they allege that the 


liver, intestines 
and abdominal 


organs were removed against the 
wish and permission of the par- 
ents and that this was not neces- 
sary to determine whether the 
child died by violence, casualty or 
undue means. 


Jury Informed 


The coroner's jury was first in- 


formed that an autopsy had been 
performed after it met, according 
to the complaint nnd no prelimin- 
ary investigation was made by a 
physician to decide If an autopsy 
should be ordered, the 
parents 


charge. 


They allege the "wiongful nnd 


malicious mutilation" caused great 
mental pain, suffenng 
and 
an- 


guish. 


When contacted todav Preston 


said he ordered the autopsy be- 
cause the cause of death could 
not be determined and he wanted 
to know if the boy was strangled

He added that he believes under 


the state statute he has the power 
to order an autopsy. 
He added. 


"I think I would not have done my 
duty if I hadn't ordered an autop- 
sy. A murder charge was pend- 
ing and I wanted to determine 
the cause of death. I can't tell 
from looking at a person if he 
died from strangulation or heart 
failure."

Kansas Floods 
Leave Scenes 
Of Desolation 
Missouri Braces 
For Impact of 
Raging Waters 


KANSAS CITY, Mo.—(AP) 


The battered Kansas City 
area mobilized today for a 
herculean task as flood wa- 
ters, swirling eastward, 
struck new blows at Missouri 
river towns. 


Receding flood waters in 


this metropolitan area of 
900,000 left block after block 
of muck-covered ruin. 


And in Kansas, a line of 


wrecked or partially damaged 
towns and cities stretched 
across the eastern and central 
parts of the state. 


The latest damage estimate 


for Kansas and Missouri is 
$750,000,000 —the nation's 
costliest flood. 


Water still covered many sec- 


tions but it was fast slipping back 
into river channels here an in 
Kansas. 


Small Town* Hit 


But to the east of Kansas City, 


small towns along the Missouri 
felt the full force of the Turbulent 
river. Lexington, Wellington, Nor- 
borne and Hardln, Mo., were flood- 
ed. Some dikes in central Missouri 
gave way. 


The runoff or Kansas flood 


waters also buffeted Oklahoma. 
Miami, in northeastern Oklahoma, 
suffered Its worst flood beating in 
history from the Neosho-Grand 
river.

Sheep Growers 
May Get More 
Worms Than Wool 


URBANA—A University of Illi- 


nois parasitologist warns today 
that if you forget your lambs once 
they're on pasture, you may- end 
up raising worms, not sheep. 


Dr. N. D. Lcvine, in the college 


of veterinary medicine, says lambs 
can suffer severe setbacks when 
they pick up Larvae (microscopic 
young worms) while grazing. The 
lambs may only appear unthrifty 
or anemic, or they may die if 
heavily infested. 


Prevention Beat 


Phenothlazinc gets rid of some 


of these worms, but your best 
bet is prevention. Dr. Levine 
passes along these tips: 


Worm the ewes so that they 


won't spread larvae in .their drop- 
pings. 


Avoid poorly drained pasture*: 


rotate the grazing area often and 
don't overstock it. 


Feed a. good ration and see 


that it Isn't contaminated with 
manure. 


If the pasture becomes heavily 


contaminated, It may pay to feed 
the lambs on drylot no that they 
won't pick up more larvae.

URBANA—Hyperkeratosis—X 


disease of cattle—has been repro- 
duced experimentally in Germany 
but the exact cause is still un- 
known. 


This finding has been reported to 


University of Illinois veterinari- 
ans by & visiting German, Dr. Kurt 
\Vagener, head of the department 
of microbiology and hygiene at the 
University of Hanover. 


Dr. Wagener said a certain 


batch of wood preservative used 
on 10 German farms proved to be 
cause of the disease. Other batches 
of the same preservative .did not 
cause hyperkeratosis. 


Appeared in '46 


The German cases first appeared 


in 1946, and continued through the 
winter of 1947^48. When the wood 
preservative was removed from 
the farms where the disease ap- 
peared, no more cases were report- 
ed. 


But the disease continues to take 


its toll in the United States. While 
visiting the college of veterinary 
medicine, Dr. Wagener inspected^ 
several animals with 'hyperkera- 
tosis on nearby farms. 


The symptoms reported in Ger- 


many were similar to those seen 
in the United States. Affected ani- 
mals lost flesh, drooled and had a 
watery discharge from the eyes,

'Rearmament Leads to War' 
Is Based on False Reasoning 


Rearmament as a protection against aggressive Russia 


is agreed Western policy. But on both sides of the Atlantic 
there are arguments against it. And one of the strangest is 
that rearmament may lead to war. 


Those who hold this view usually envisage two dangers. 


One is that a rearmed power or group of powers may be 
tempted to use its amassed weapons in war before they be- 
come outdated. The other is that rearmament may provoke 
a potential enemy to combat. 
• 
• * 


Aneurin Bevan, the voluble Welshman who resigned from 


the British Labor cabinet in April, is the latest to take up 
this theme. Since he doesn't reflect official British policy 
and there are doubts about the size of the popular following 
te commands, it might be easiest to ignore him. 


The United States is, of course, the backbone of the 


Western rearmament program. When Bevan and others talk 
j»f rearmed nations being tempted to use their strength, they 
tsually are thinking of the United States. No one contends 
^hat war-weary France or Britain would plunge the world 
Into war again. 
• • • 


But anyone who understands American history must re- 


alize this country could never yield to such a temptation, 
even if it felt it. We have never started'a war. Our respect 
for international morality is so great that we never would 
begin one. 


, • We might strike first if our intelligence convinced us an 


enemy was about ,to hit the United States. But this would 
only be done as a defensive measure. It would not mean 
we had used our powerful muscles for fear they would grow 
Black with age. 
• 
• « 


Except for the record, this point should not need restate- 


ment. For actually the Bevan argument is founded on a 
gross misinterpretation of fact. The rearmament now 
planned for the United States and Western Europe is not 
sufficient to support an offensive war against the Soviet 
Union. It would be adequate only for defensive holding 
operations of the sort which could keep us going until we 
could gear up for all-out war. That is the guiding principle 
of present rearmament plans. 


Who would be foolhardy enough to be "tempted" to reach 


for weapons which would be insufficient for the offensive? 
• 
• » 


As for rearmament provoking Russia to war, that kind 


of argument is a counsel of utter futility. 


No one dares to say that an unarmed West is not an in- 


^itation to Russia to enlarge upon its aggressive program. 
Slow do you oppose strength with weakness? It is no answer 
3,0 say Russia is not as strong as we may think, since all the 
-facts are not available to us and we must give ourselves the 
Ibenefit of any doubt. 
I 
If weakness is dangerous, then hope for us must lie in 


•strength which roughly matches our enemy's. But the anti- 
Rearmament debaters say that if you become strong, you 
^provoke the enemy to war. 


What this really amounts to is a statement that either 


STOU must run the risk of losing everything through weakness 
-or you must prod your adversary inevitably into destructive 
Ibattle. There is no middle course where a peace can be had 
^which preserves freedom and honor. 
• 
Only despairing men could accept this counsel. The lead- 


jers of the West have not succumbed to this gloomy defeat- 
ism. Nor are they likely to so long as a shred of hope exists 
.that war may be averted and liberty maintained.

NEW YORK, July 1«—After all the confirmed documentation 


of the activities of Drew Pearson as a propagandist of pro-Com- 
munist issues presented by Joe McCarthy on the floor of the senate, 
Collier's weekly and Time magazine, whose own records on this 
issue are none too clean, have undertaken a ques- 
tionable mission to rehabilitate him. In an attempt 
to muzzle me Pearson filed a suit against me in 
June, 1949, two years ago, charging that I had* 
called him, in print, under my name and with con- 
scious legal responsibility, a lying blackguard and 
a faker. 
I admitted authorship and publication 


and undertook to prove many flagrant lies, fakes? 
and disgraceful abuses of the power of the press, 
by Pearson for ulterior reasons. 


The original charge arose from his statement 


that the late James E. Forreatal had been guilty 
of cowardice when his wife was being robbed by 
armed gunmen. He accused Forrestal of running away. Among the 
surrounding circumstances was a peculiar fact, that Pearson was 
trying to drive Forrestal out of office at a time when Forrestal was 
defending the American navy's interest in middle-eastern oil. For- 
rental's only "client" was the United States of America and partic- 
ularly her navy. For this devotion he was savagely abused. 


After two years, Pearson still has not brought me to court with 


my proof of this and many other similar offenses set forth in plain, 
unflinching language in my answer on file in the Supreme court of 
the county and state of New York. His purpose was to deter me 
front publishing further detailed serious charges under a general 
but not invariable custom of suspending controversy during the 
pendency of a suit. I refused to submit to this and went after him, 
publishing a whole series of instances of blackguardism, mendacity 
snd fakery, all supported by details. Pearson let the statute of lim- 
itations run against these further charges without protest, denial or 
further legal action.

A Lesson in Socialism 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 


When today's hand was played 


in a team match, the same con- 
tract was reached -at both tables. 
The results were quite different. 


In the first room West took 


three top clubs and then led a 
diamond. Declarer 
put up the 


ace of diamonds, got to his hand 
with the ace of hearts, and led 
the queen of spades. 


West naturally 
covered with 


the king of spades, and dummy 
took 
the 
ace. 
Declarer 
next 


cashed the king and queen of 
hearts to get rid of his losing 
diamond. Then he led a trump 
to his jack, only to discover that 
he still had to lose a trump trick. 
Down one. 


In the second room the defense 


began in the same way. West 
took his three top clubs and then 
led a diamond. South put up 
dummy's ace of 'diamonds and 
then got to his hand with the ace 
of hearts for a trump play. But 
he didn't lead the queen of spades. 


The second declarer made the 


key play by leading the ten of 
spades. West had to play his 
king, of course, but now the situa- 
tion was quite clear. It was ob- 
vious to South that West wouldn't 
dream of playing the king Of 
spades if he had any other spades 
in his hand. Therefore it was per- 
fectly safe to win the first trump 
with dummy's ace and then re- 
turn the low trump from dummy 
to finesse through East's nine. 


For the purpose of finessing, the 


ten of spades was every bit as 
useful as the queen. For the pur- 
pose of discovering the complete 
trump situation, the ten was a 
great deal better than the queen.

Kansas City Flood Could Have 
Been Prevented, Says Senator 


WASHINGTON —(AP)— Sen- 


ator McClellan (D-Ark) pointed 
today to the disastrous Kansas- 
Missouri flood as an expensive an- 
swer to critcs who call flood con- 
trol projects "pork barrel" legis- 
lation. 


"If congress a few years ago had 


appropriated $300,000,000 for flood 
control reservoirs in Kansas," he 
told a reporter, "we would have 
seen spared this flood loss of at 
least twice that amount."

Gen. Lewis A. Pick, chief 


of army engineers, has estimated 
that the damage will be at least 
§750.000,000 and may be much 
ligher. 


McClellan made the comment in 


advance of almost certain senat« 
approval today of a $25,000,00' 
fund to help finance the relie 
work which the federal govern 
mcnt is carrying on in the flood 
area.
